The amendment to claim 1 is not found to define over the Japanese *809 
reference. The amendment merely relocated a limitation and adds a method limitation. 
Applicant has already been informed that method limitations in the article claim are 
afforded no patentable weight. Applicant's arguments of when the flange surface is 
processed is therefore a moot point with respect to claim 1 . 

The addition of method claims 2-4 in an after final amendment will not be entered 
as this would be a new issue, and because Appellant has constructively elected the 
product in claim 1 as this was the only claim presented in the application as filed.
